Senate Votes After Brief 
Discussion of Measure. 


Proposed Law to End Sabot- 
age Now up to House.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The bill 
Geciared frankly to be aimed against 
the Industrial Workers of the World, 
outlawing orgenizations which use 
or advocate violence of bring about 
“any governmental, social, indus- 
trial or economic change,” during 
war, was passed today by the 
Senate after brief debate and went 
to the House. 

Activities of the LW.W. were bit- 
terly denounced during the Senate 
discussion of the measure, whch 
not only would make such organ- 
izations unlawful, but punish by ten 
years imprisonment and $5006 fines 
the holding of an offite or member- 
ship In such an association. Print- 
ing or @issemination of an organ- 
ization’s propaganda, and rental of 
halls for meetings also are penalized 
in the bill, which is the join work 
of Senators Walsh of Montana and 
King of Utah, and which was unan- 


imously approved by the Senate 


judiciary committee. 

Senator Walsh said the bill wes 
intended to “outlaw” organizations 
teaching, advising, using or defend- 
ing force or violence or physical in- 
jury to property. 

Senator Thomas of Colorado 
read the hymn of the LW.W., and 
concluded with the expression of 
hope that the bill be passed so that 
the government might deal effective- 
ly with “this foul nest of thieves 
and murderers, whose presence is 
a libel on our existence.”

AUSTRALIANS GIVE FOES 
DRUBBING, ADVANCE LINE. 


Enemy is Smashed Back Seven Hundred 
Yards to Get Observation Points.

Most of the contested positions 
lay on the crest of a considerable 
ridge running east and west below 
Morlancourt. The ridge not only 
overlooks that place, but gives 
observation for a long distance in 
the valley of the Ancre and Somme. 

By their two attacks the Aus- 
tralians greatly improved their sit- 
vation on this high ground. 

This was the only infantry action 
of importance reported, but last 
night the Germans were still work- 
ing to complete their arrangements 
for the renewal of their attack, and 
hard fighting apparently will be un- 
der way again very shortly.

Kempf, he believed that it would be 
better for her to be away from the 
neighborhood for a while and there- 
fore he sentenced her to the County 
Jail for the thirty days. 

As for Mr. Kempf, continued the 
court, although the testimony in 
court evidenced that he had been 
gulity of casting aspersions on the 
veracity of American war news as 
compared with the German, yet test!- 
mony had also been given by his 
employer to the effect that he had 
refrained from making similar re- 
marks under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, when his fellow-work- 
men had twitted him with his Ger- 
man birth. “Furthermore,” con- 
tinued the judge, “although Kempf 
has admitted serving in the Bavar- 
jan army, yet he gave up his German 
nationality and voluntarily served 
two and a half years under the 
American flag, hence I impose the 
same sentence upon him as upon his 
wife, yet I deem it only fair to eus- 
pend it during his good behavior.”

AMERICANIZATION OF 
STATE PLAN STARTED. 


COMMITTEE 8 APPOINTED TO 
HEL? EDUCATIONAL 
CAMPAIGN. 


| The State Commission of Immi- 
gratiog£RK and Housing of California, 
which was recently appointed the 
Americanization Committee for Cali- 
fornia for the National Council! of 
Defense and the United States Com- 
mittee on Public Information met 
Yesterday in Los Angeles to plan on 
an active Americanization campaign 
throughout the State as a war meas- 
ure. For this purpose it is organiz- 
ing the State on a county basis. 

Lacien N. Brunswig met with the 
commission yesterday and was for- 
mally appointed director of Ameri- 
eanization for Los Angeles county. 
Mr. Brunewig was himself born in 
France and therefore has a sympa- 
thetic attitude toward the problems 
the foreign-born. He has been 
very active in war matters and gen- 
ereusiy contributing his time to aid 
French orphans and raising funds 
for the French Red Cross. 

Mr. Brunewig will appoint an ad- 
to assist him in 
this work representing a!! interests 
involved tn the problem. The main 
ebiect of the commission in this 
Amertcanization work is to make the 
foreign - born non-English-speaking 
people of the State realize the aims 
wf the United States and Allies in 
this war and to assure their loyalty 
te this country. For this purpose 
one of the first steps will be to se- 
eure the co-operation of the various 
foreign societies in order that these 
messages may be taken to the peo- 


‘ple in their own languages. Effort 


will also be made to interest the en:- 
ployers of foreign-born people in on- 
ecouraging the attendance of these 
people in the night classes of Eng- 
leh and citizenship.

SHAW RAPS THE 
SINGLE-TAXERS. 


People Must Rise and Down 
Movement, He Says. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLOUSIVE DISPATCH.| 

ONTARIO, May 6.—Conditions in 
darkest Russia are going almost as 
bad as they are in North Dakota, 
was the way Hon. Lesiie M. thaw, 
former Secretary of the Treasury 
and ex-Governor of Iowa put !t to- 
night tn referring to the activities of 
the single-tax advocates and the so- 
called Nonpartisan League in this 
country when he addressed more 
than a hundred representative On- 
tario citizens at a dinner held to 
mark the successful close of the lo- 
cal campaign for the third Liberty 
Loan to which this city oversub- 
scribed by more than $70,000. “Ev- 
ery dollar you have or ever expect 
to have is being undermined by the 
propaganda of these single-taxers,” 
continued the speaker, “and if your 
money is to be worth anything you 
must rise and protect it. The dan- 
ger over there is linked with the 
danger over here. The single- 
taxers are working tooth and nai! to 
earry their obnoxious amendment at 
the fall election, which will mean 
the confiscation of al! improved prop- 
erty, and yet the ople, 
like Nero of Legend, re Addling 
while Rome burns.” 

Gov. Shaw drew a fine line be- 
tween the words republic and de- 
mocracy, and gave many examples 
to show that there is no liberty ex- 
cept organized liberty, and no justice 
except organized justice.

Most Unusual Turn. 


Attorney Says Notarial Book 
has been “Doctored.” 


Date of Insect’s Death will 
Solve this Question. 


At the conclusion of the hear- 
ing of the government's testiniony 
against Lioyd KE. Noble, a real 
tate man, with offices in the Grant 
Bullding, who ts charged with using 
the mails to defraud, involving reai- 
ty dealings with C. H. Cannon and 
about $175,000 worth of property in 
Riverside county, United States 
Commissioner Long held Noble to 
the Federal grand jury in @ bond of 
$5000. In the closing argument of 
Assistant United States District At- 
torney Young, the direct charge was 
made that forged deeds, forged sig- 
natures and forged entries had been 
made in the notary public record of 
A. E. Harrington. 

Herrington, who was on the wit- 
ness stand Saturday, was recalled 
yesterday. He is the father of Mrs. 
Ceba E. Noble, wife of the defend- 
ant, who is named as the grantee in 
the grant deed from Cannon, and 
he was brought back to the stand to 
produce his notarial book, in which 
he said In his previous examination 
he had written a record of the deed

He said he favors 
cutting down the estimates present- 
ed by the various city departments 
to figures even lower then were al- 
lowed last year.

He 
has spoken at all the shipyards on 
the Atlantic Coast, and has recently 
finished several addresses at San 
Francisco. 

“I was detailed to this country to 
assist as best I could to increase 
production itn the shipyards,” he 
said yesterday at the Alexandria. 
“Everywhere I go I am asked when 
the war will end. To all I answer, 
‘when the man power of Germany 
is go low that she cannot fight.’ She 
hea 1950 miles of front to protect 
and has at her disposal nearly 7,0°90,- 
000 men. We are killing, capturing 
or disabling them at the rate of 
126,000 each month, ahd when the 
United States ts in readiness We ex- 
pect this will go to an average of 
250,000 a month . 
“Pew realize che enormous casual- 
ties of this war. If all the dead were 
placed fn line they would reach from 
New York to San Francisco and 
back, with 2,900,000 left over. They 
would be equal to the entire popula- 
tions of Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
Serbia, Greece and Montenegro.” 


MENACE TO INDIA, 


The colonel! sald that the most 
rious situation now confronting the 
Allies i# not on the western front, 
but the possibility of Germany mak- 
ing a drive to theeCaspian Sea, seiz- 
ing the Southwestern Siberian Rail- 
way and sending in five days 100,000 
troops to the northern frontier of 
India. 

“It is the belief of Germany that 
she can make at least 1 per cent. of 
the natives there rise against Brit- 
ish rule,” he sald.

“Human Welfare” Promotion 
Object of Testator. 


Stephen H. Taft's Will Gives 
Little to Family. 


Document Tells of Central 
Purpose of Life. 


Devoting the bulk of his $23,000 
estate “to the promotion of human 
welfare,” after remembering the im- 
mediate members of his family with 
relatively small bequests, the will of 
the late Stephen H. Taft, founder of 
Sawtelle, was filed for probate yes- 
terday. 


left to religious, temperance and 
other public instftutions. 

Mr. Taft, who was the father of 
Judge Fred H. Taft of the Superior 
Court, died in Sawtelle on April 22 
at the ege of $3 years. The will, 
which was a holographic one, is 
dated January 23, 1914, and recites 
among other things that the de- 
cedent came West with a sick wife 
from lowa at the age of 70, “finan- 
elally dead and buried.” In explain- 
ing his reasons for leaving the large 
portion of his wealth to public in- 
stitutions; Mr. Taft says in his will: 

PURPOSE OF HIS LIFE. 

“When 20 years of age I formed 
the resolution that I would make it 
the central purpoee of my life to 
make the world better for my living 
in it. To this purpose I have re- 
ligiously adhered. After having ac~- 
complished much that I had 
planned, occurrences beyond my 
control—floods, protracted sickness 
in my family and financial depres- 
sion—rendered me financially help- 
less 

The will goes on to say that he 
left Humboldt, lowa, with his wife, 
following the death of thelr daugh- 
ter, and on the advice of a physician, 
to seek a more moderate climate on 
the Pacific Coast. At the age of 70, 
with borrowed .money, he came 
West, with his wife sick and his own 
health not of the best. He was 
overcome by depression, he wrote, 
and he “promised God that if given 


an opportunity to recover from finan- 


cial helpleseness he would devote 
whatever came Into his possession to 
the promotion of human welfare.” 


THE VARIOUS BEQUESTS. 


To his widow he left $200 a year 
for five consecutive gears, she al- 
ready having considerable property 
in her own name, it is aaid. To two 
sone he left $1000 each and another 
$1000 to Thurlow Taft, as trustee, 
with which to publish his sermons 
and writings. The sum of $1009 
each ta left to the Humboldt public

HAT HAS HAPPENED TO RUSSIA? 

What has happened to Russia? Many 
Strange events, apparently impossible in 
normal tinfés, are alleged to be taking place 
there. But Russia herself has becéine so 
hopelessly impossible, so helplessly abnor 
mal that the wildest allegations are not i 
yond belief; in fact, the more extravagant 
the suggestion, the more inherent the prdob- 
ability. 

Nobody really knows, tn fact, how or by 
whom or to what end that portion of the 
earth's surface we once called Russia is 
being rough-hewn or subtilely-shaped. Even 
the Kaiser, the head drug dispenser of East- 
ern Europe, cannot diagnose with confidence 
the final effects of his alternate doses of 
cocaine and morphia on his Slav patient. 
The Berlin surgeons in their job of dismem- 
bering the Giant of the North can only de- 
clare with Othello, “Oh, I see that nose upon 
your face, but Hot the puppy dogs I shall 
shortly throw it to.” They may throw it to 
one of the unscarred sons of their master. 
On the other hand, the Slav giant may yet 
sit up and sneeze and blow all the Hun 
puppy dogs back to their native kennels. 

Just now, however, Russia is physically 
weakened, paralyzed in, her governmental 
functions, constipated with patriotic inertia, 
Russia has not the strength to throw off the 
Bolshevik influenza, to extricate her nose 
from the fingers of the German bully, to 
pick up again the badly-battered crown or 
to shave off her anarchical whiskers with a 
republican razor. Russia is evidently mak- 
ing a few isolated spasmodic efforts In each 
of these different directiqns. 

Overnight we get the news that the Grand 
Duke Alexis has been crowned Cezar in Pet- 
rograd. Evidently he has no army, no funds, 
no backing, and at the same time no oppo- 
sition; so whether it be true or not, this 
absurd coup might very easily be pulled off 
and not affect the equally-ineffectual Bol- 
shevikizing in Moscow. 

Russia, in fact, resembles the Sargasso 
Sea in which everything stagnates and rots 
and stinks. And yet scientists tell us in 
that sea enough good sea food goes to waste 
annually to feed all the peoples of the earth. 
If the moralist wished to fiad an object 
lesson as to what unadulterated selfishness 
can effect in either the individual or the 
nation, he can Yind no more graphic illus 
tration than in the abject misery that has 
overtaken this indifferent and apathetic Rus- 


Confusion is everywhere. Ukrainia fs at 
the same time an independent state, a part 
of Bolshevik Russia and a satrapy of the 
German monarch. Between the Slav and 
the Hun exists neither peace nor war. 
There is no one to speak for the real Rus- 
sia. The press is muzzled. An tmpossible 
land division has been prontised the peas- 
ants that can only be attempted at the cost 
of endless internecine strife and bloodshed. 
Railroads are disorganized and crumbling to 
decay. Populous cities are starving in close 
proximity to warehouses still filled with the 
products of former industry. No one plows 
fields or plants crops. Everyone waits list- 
lessly for the promised Utopia. 

Finland has been dragged into the general 


‘ruin. Red Guards war with White Guards, 


while women and children are slaugh- 


‘tered indiscfiminately. Sweden apd Ger- 


many are desperately endeavoring fo come 
to some agreement by which they can divide 
up between their respective countries this 
unhappy relic of the Bolshevik revolution. 
Siberia djésn’t know whether to look to the 
Kaiser or the Mikado for salvation from the 
same annihilating do-nothingness pretend- 
ing to control the ancient Empire of the 
Czar. Odessa belongs to anybody and to no- 
body, while Bessarabia ig claimed by Ru- 
mania, though still nominally a Slav prov- 
ince: and its ultimate fate depends on the 
ability of the Kaiser to dethrone King Ferdl- 
nand and set up in his place a Hohenzollern 
puppet. 

And all the time, though the mujik is kept 
in ignorance of the fact by sham socialist 
agents in the pay of Potsdam, the real fight 
for a clean, strong, regenerated Russia is 
being carried on—without Slav help or even 
Slav approval—in Picardy and Flanders by 
despoiled France, exhausted England and 
self-sacrificing America. So after carefully 
trying to digest all the conflicting evidence 
that can be obtained about the chaotic situ- 
ation that prevails from the Carpathian 
Mountains to the Pacific Ocean, the seeker 
after facts can only rub his eyes and ask 


himself in puzzle-headed fashion: “Siberia, 
Ukraine, Finland, Sebastopol, Petrograd, 
Moscow, Odessa, Viadivo8tok, are still

You Beau- 
tiful Doll!” and the volunteer whirls Mabel 
over the floor for a few measures, does any- 
one sneer or look pityingly upon him? 

Not by a million miles. 

They pound him on the back and yelp: 
“Atta boy!” Also they whistle for more 
records. 

The American soldier will fight all day 
and defy the frightful hardships of the serv- 
ice in the trenches if he may have his ciga- 
rette and a chance at a two-step when he 
is on leave. It is a sort of a national char- 
acteristic—this careless adjustment of the 
warrior to his environment. He is not 
afraid of anything in the world except the 
possibility of running out of tobacco or 
missing a waltz with Susie. Bait him with 
the fragrance of nicotine or the perfume of 
my lady's glove and he will chase the hordes 
of the Kaiser back to Berlin. The tnsou- 
clance of the French and Irish is his.

applied to the combat waged during tpe last 
three and one-half years by Germany and 
her allies. When the Kaiser issued a gen- 
eral order to his troops at the outbreak of 
hostilities to “Make yourselves more fright- 
ful than the Huns under Attila,” the order 
was taken in this country to refer to their 
attitude in the face of the armed forces of 
the Allies, But we are learning that it was 
intended in all its erude barbarity to refer 
to the general conduct of German troops in 
occupied territory. How that order was car- 
ried out to the letter, how Germany re 
- duced savagery to a science, has been elo- 
quently tevealed by Dr. Newell Dwight Hil- 
lis, the eminent Brooklyn divine, who has 
returned to this country from an official 
mission to the western front to investigate 
and report the truth concerning alleged 
atrocities inflicted by German troops on 
civilian populat#jons, and who has been 
speaking for a week in California. 

America has been slow to believe that a 
people among whom scientific attainment 
has reached such a height could suddenly 
@ésecend in depravity and bestiality to 4 
depth few savage races have ever reached. 
Some Americans were inclined to believe 
that alleged crimes against women and chil- 
dren originated in the imaginations of the 
narrators and not fn the official acts of reg- 
ular German troops, and clung to that be- 
lief in spite of convincing testimony to the 
contrary. Dr. Hillis was one of a party sent 
to France to ascertain the real facta con- 
cerning the German atrocities. In his ad- 
dresses delivered here Dr. Hillis proved by 
actual photographs ta*en in the evacuated 
territory that the real facts were worse than 
any printed tales of Hun ferocity and de- 
pravity. 

Mark you how plain is Dr. Hillis’s tale: 
“At Haetch I saw the dead body of a young 


| girl nailed on the outhouse of a cottage. 
She was 14 or 15 years old.” And Dr. Hillis

photographs taken on the spot. 
Again: “In the town of Louvain the Ger 
mans found a man and his wife; they be 
headed the man, disemboweled the woman, 
rémoved a bave that would have beep born 
within three weeks and put the head of the 
man in its place. All the bodies that figured 
in this case are now preserved in London.” 
Dr. Hillis exhibited photographic copies of 
entries in diaries taken from the bodies of 
dead German soldiers, One read, “Our sol- 
diers are like wild beasts. Today they de- 
stroyed eight houses and their inmates. 
One little girl almost unnerved .me, so Inno 
cent was ber expression” Another extract 
read, “At Vendre all the Inhabitants were 
taken out and shot. This was heartrending, 
as they all knelt down and prayed. it was 
real sport, yet terrible to watch.” That ex- 
tract is an interesting commentary on the 
Hun idea of “real sport.” 

Dr. Hillis aeserted that the commission 
of which he was a part was convinced be- 
yond the possibility of a reasonable doubt 
that these atrocities were ordered by the 
German General Staff; that they form a 
part of the campaign of organized frightful 
ness which Germany has reduced to a sct 
ence. The acta are not those of drunken 


. and irresponsible camp-followers but of Ger- 


man boldiers acting under the command of 
their superior officers. “Make yourself 
more frightful than the Huns under Attila” 
was taken to Mean a complete abrogation 
of the hunianities ‘bf civilized warfare, to 
mean that full license should be given to 
the most bestial instincts of the human 
animal; and the order has been followed to 
the letter. 

A recital of such facts is not a pleasant 
task. Dr. Hillis says that he was skeptical 
until he had viewed with his own eyes the 
unmistakable evidence of Hun rapine; and 
he is now Warning the American people 
that it is a war of attempted extermination 
on which the Junkers have embarked. 

Irving Cobb asserts in his new book, 
“Speaking of Prussians,” that it was his ex 
perience in visiting Francé and Belgium 
that the Geyman soldiers committed no 
atrocities except under direct orders of 
their superior officers; that they accept the 
rapine and slaughter as a part of the day's 
work. He comments that: “It seemed to 
me then, and it seems to me now, & most 
dangerous thing for all the peoples of the 
earth, and a most evil thing, that into the 
world should come a scheme of military 
government so hbellishly contrived and s0 
exactly directed that, by the flirt of @ 
thumb, a thousand men -may, at will, be 
transformed from kindly, courageous, manly 
soldiers into relentless, ruthless execution- 
ers and incendiaries; and by another firt 
of that supreme and arrogant thumb, be 
converted back into decent men.”

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WONDROUS GUNS TO COME. 


Devices Which May Demolish Cities—German Surprise. 
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BY PERCIVAL HISLAM, 
HEN the Victory led the Brit- 


ish flect into action at Traf- 
” algar, she did not fire a sin- 
gle gun wntil she lay within ten 
yards of the stern of the French 
Bucentaure. When Beatty picked 
up the German cruiser squadron on 
the Dogger Bank in January, 1915, 
he opened fire from his leading ship 
upon the tail end of their line at 
20,000 yardse—<eleven and a_i halt 
miles, Today the Germans are fling- 
ing shells into Paris from a gun 


which is at least seventy-five mile 
distant, and whose maximum range 


is estimated by experts at ninety- 
four miles—165,440 yards! 
far, at all events, there is 


nothing at all striking about the 
new German weapon except its 
range. Its caliber is but 8.5 inches 
as compared—among some of 
Krupps’ productions—with 15-inch 
naval guns, 16-inch fortress guna, 
and 17.7-inch howitzers, and its shell 
has to be so thick presumably to 
withstand the violence of the shock 
with which it is propelled from the 
gun that it is able to carry but a 
very smali bureter in comparison 
with ite size, It ig the burster, or 
high explosive charge the shell con- 
tains, that is the principal factor In 
its destructiveness, for the heavier 


this isthe greater will be the num- | 


ber of pieces into which the shel! 
will burst. 


PROJECTED BY ELECTRO- 
MAGNETISM. 


There ise no good reason, so far 
as we can tell at the moment, why 
the Germans should not do with a 
far heavier gun what they are now 
Going with a relatively small one. 
Assuming they have discovered a 
propelling power of unusual energy, 
the rest is simply a matter of build- 
ing a gun strong enough to with- 
stand the explosion of the necessary 
charge. On the other hand it is 
quite possible that there is no 
charge at all. A few years ago I 
was circularized by an inventor who 
claimed to have discovered a meth- 
od of discharging projectiles at 
enormous speeds and over terrific 
Gistances by means of electro-mag- | 
netism, and one of the most curious 
features of the whole thing was that 


the shell never touched the sides of 
the. bore while traveling down the 
gun, being held suspended in a per- 
fectiy central position, and so es- 
caping all friction except with the 
atmosphere. 

Apart from wireless, tt le extraor- 
Ginary what an insignificant part 
electricity has played so far in war, 
but the Germans do not seem to have 
adopted this idea, for the usual cop- 
per driving bands (to engage the 
rifling of the gun and give the shell 
a rotary movement) have been found 
on the Paris fragments. 


WHAT WE MAY EXPECT. 


There is no doubt this German 
Weapon is one of the biggest me- 
chanical surprises of the war, and 
it is not of the least.use for “ex- 
perts”’ here to raise their eyebrows 
and say it is quite simple and there 
is really nothing startling about it.

If one side has artillery that can 
command a range of ninety miles, 
while the @ther can cover no more 
than the usual ten or thereabouts, 
it will seem to most people that the 
one with the shorter reach may be 
in for a very uncomfortable time. 
Tt ie true that only three of these 
ninety-milers have been reported, but 
there is no obvious reason why that 
number should not be rapidly in- 
creased when the enemy is satisfied 
with hig experimental work. 

What we have long looked for— 
but what few people will be partic- 


ularly xious to see—is a develop- 
ment gong the lines promised long 
ago Nikola Tesla, who Was g0- 


ing to invent (or had invented, I 
forget which) a system by which 
witeless electrical waves could be 
used for the destruction of cities, 
fleets and affiles at enormous dis- 
tances. Only a year or two before 
the war an Malian -— one Signor 
Ulivi—setartied the world by explod- 
ing mines and other contrivances at 
a distance apparently by means of 
“ultra-violet rays” of his own dis- 
covery. Unfertunately for him, 
however, #omeone discovered that 
his mines Were so constructed ag to 
explode of their own accord after a 
selected interval and Ulivi dropped 
out of history, 

The wireless control of aircraft is 
a thing many of us have seen dem- 
onstrated on a smal) ecale, an “air- 
ship” being navigated and maneu- 
vered round «a large hall, and vari- 
ous objects caused to drop from it 
merely by pressing buttons on the 
stage. One can conceive the pos- 
sibility of aircraft of this character 
being sent to drop cargoes of bombs 
upon arsensals and dockyards, but 
the operator at his base would know 
nothing of the changing air currents 
through which his vessel was pass 
ing, or of the means that would cer- 
tainly be taken to destroy it on the 
route. 

THE TORPEDO-PLANE. 


Most of our ideas regarding possti- 
dle surprises yet to come naturally 
run along the lines of the develop- 
ment of existing weapons. There are 
bigger guns afloat now than there 
were when the war began, but there 
is a strict limit te the usefulmess of 
such increases. The bigger the gun, 
the fewer can be mounted, and the 
slower the rate of fire—and there is, 
too, a big difference between firing 
a target like Paris from a fixed 
base and firing at sea from a swiftly 
moving and rolling ship at a target 
that ie also rolling and pitching and 
steaming fast. 

Perhaps the Most promising de- 
velopment in naval warfare is the 
torpedo-plane—the six-year-old in- 
vention of Rear-Admiral Bradley 
Fiske, United States Navy, which has 
already been used by Germany and 
ourselves. It is really a seaplane 
carrying one or two torpedoes slung 
beneath it, and which can be auto- 
matically released from either the 
alr or the surface. Buch craft are 
especially favorable for the attack 
of fleets lying in barricaded harbors, 
where even submarines cannot reach 
them, and if ever “digging out” 
should be decided upon they are 
likely to play a very conspicuous 
part.

BUILD BIG CYLINDER. 


One of Largest Castings Ever Made 
om Coast Constructed for New 
Steel Ship. 


One of the largest, if not the larg- 
est, steam cylinders ever made on 
this Coast has just been turned out 
by the Up-To-Date Pattern Com- 
pany, No. 901 North Spring street. 
It if part of a 2500-horse-power cn- 
gine to be installed in one of the 
$800-ton ships being built for the 
government by the Los Angeles 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Com- 
pany.

Wholesale Men Declare They 


are not Profiteers. 


Dealers will Appear Before 
Defense Council. 


Patriotic Motive in Plan to 


Cut Price Questioned. 


Officers and members of the 
Wholesale Fish Dealers’ Association 
| will appear before the County Coun- 
- of Defense late this afternoon 
with books and records in an effort | 


to convince the council that they | 
have not been profiteers and that | 


the plan proposed by David B. 
Lyons, a member of the council, reg- 
istrar of voters and deputy State | 
Market Director, with reference to | 
liberty fish, will seriously injure 
the wholesalers. 

A number of wholesale fish firms 
have been doing business here for 
nearly a quarter of a century. As 
they regard the Lyons’ plan, lib- 
erty fish will be brought from San 
Diego and handled direct by the re- 
tallers, thus cutting out the whole- 
salers. 

Mr. Lyons placed his plan before 
the council as a patriotic motive. 
The wholesalers resent this, as they 
number among them loyal and 
patriotic citizers. They intimate 
that in carrying out the plan, an 


attempt has been made to use the 
County Council of Defense. They 
point to the fact that Mr. Lyons 
proposed his plan before the council 
without a representative of the 
Wholesale Fish Dealers’ Association 
having been asked to be present and 
the other side of the story heard 
why fish prices are high. 

The wholesalers claim that the 
fighermen in the Mexican waters 

control the price of fish im the Los 
Angeles market. They also claim 
that Col. Weinstock, State Market 
Director, was appealed to to regulate 
conditions, but said it was beyond 
his jurisdiction.
